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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Voss (US 4,867,230) in view of Waters et al. (US 3,726,021 ). The claims are 
reasonably and broadly construed, in light of the accompanying specification, as being 
disclosed by Voss, since each of the claimed elements are disclosed on the face of that 
reference. Voss discloses each of the claimed feature except for the claimed quick 
release connector. Waters, another drying device discloses that feature at column 3 
line 58 through column 4 line 28. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to 
combine the features of Voss with the quick release connector of Waters for the 
purpose of releasably attach and detach a hose connector fitting in a drying device. 

Claims 5-7 and 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Voss in view of Waters in further view of Schantz (US 4,145,821). Voss in view of 
Waters discloses the claimed invention, as rejected above, except for the claimed 
material composition. It would have been and obvious matter of design choice to 
provide the claimed material, since the teachings of Voss would perform the invention 
as claimed, regardless of the type of material. Furthermore, Voss in view of Waters 
discloses the claimed invention, except for the claimed wall or ceiling drying application. 
Schantz, another drying device, discloses that feature on the face of that reference. It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the teachings of Voss in 
view of Waters, with the wall or ceiling drying application as disclosed in Schantz, for 
the purpose of optimizing drying applications for various structures. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
